To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges the ensuing year. 


8th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to make 
and repair Highways the ensuing year. 


9th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay 


land damages and build the road, laid out by the Selectmen the past 


year, commencing near the house of Nathaniel Johnson and inter- 
secting with the road leading from Wm. R. Kimball’s to Jacob 
Chase’s, and appropriate the same. 

10th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
repair a private way leading from the highway in School District 
No. 4, to the house of Lyman Bartlett. 
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11th. To see if the town will votqand discontinue the road or 
highway, laid out by the Selectmen, on the petition of Seth Johnson 
and others, on or about the 8th day of October last, commencing at 
the bars west of Nathaniel Johnson’s house, and running through 
the Cate place, so called, to the termination where the old road for- 
merly intersected the road leading from Wm. R. Kimball’s to Jacob 
Chase’s in Cornish. 

12th. To see if the town will vote fo reconsider and rescind the 
vote passed at a town meeting duly held on the eighteenth day of 
September last,to discontinue the road or highway, laid out by the 
Road Commissioners, on or about the fifth day of May last, on the 
petition of Wm. R. Kimball and others, commencing near the barn 
of Nathaniel Johnson and running in a southwesterly direction to the 
bars standing on the north side of the highway north of Wm. R. 
Kimball’s house. 

13th. To see if the town will vote to raise or hire money to pay 
land damages and build that portion of the highway laid out by the 
Road Commissioners on or about the fifth day of May last, on the 
petition of Wm. R. Kimball and others, commencing near the barn 
of Nathaniel Johnson and running in a southwesterly direction to 
the bars standing on the north side of the highway north of Wm. R. 
Kimball’s house. 


14th. To see if the town will choose an Agent and give him in- 
structions to build or superintend the building of the said road or 
highway as described in the two foregoing articles. 

15th. To see what sum of money the town will pay Levi Ayers, 
for damages occasioned by reason of Benjamin F. Bugbee crossing 
his farm to the said Bugbee’s dwelling house. 


16th. To see if the town will disannex the following described 
lands, beginning at a stake and stones in the north line of lot No. 
14, in the 1st range and second division of hundred acre lots in 
Cornish, at the centre of said lot No. 14; thence northerly through 
the centre of lots No. 13 and 12; in the same range and division to 
the south line of lot No. 11 in the same range and division ; thence 
_ westerly on the south line of said lot No. 11, to the northeast corner 
of James Tasker’s farm ; thence southerly on the east line of said 
Tasker’s land to the north line of said lot No. 14; thence easterly 
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on the north ‘line of said lot Noa14, to the place of beginning, from 
School District No. 11, and annex the same to School District No. 9. 


17th. To see if the town will disannex the farm of George Weld 
from School District No. 11, and annex the same to School District 
No. 9. Bounded as follows: Northerly by land of Charles W. 
Comings, easterly by land of Constant W. Smith and Ichabod 
Smith, southerly by land of James Tasker, Peleg Weld, deceased,. 
and the highway, westerly by land of Amos Pennyman, Silas Spaul- 
ding and Elijah Boardman. 

18th. To see if the town will vote to disannex from School: Dis- 
trict No. 11 the rest and residue of Harrison Leslie’s farm, and an- 
nex the same to School District No. 7.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


ee ee 


The care of the schools the past year has been a pleasant task. 
It has been gratifying to meet the teachers and scholars in their re- 
spective school rooms, to notice the mutual good feeling between 
teachers and scholars, the efforts of teachers to be useful to their pu- 
pils, the respect and obedience of scholars to their teachers, the in- 
terest scholars have manifested in study, and their kindness and good 
will one towards another. 

The examination of teachers was well sustained. It did credit to 
themselves, and gave good evidence that they understood the branch- 
es of Common School education, and the methods of teaching them. 
‘There was only one instance in which the examination of one de- 
signing to teach was unsatisfactory It was very unpleasant to with- 
hold a certificate of recommendation. Those who present themselves 
for examination and do not obtain a certificate of recommendation, 
- feel disappointed, think hard of the Committee, and consider it un- 
kind and unreasonable that a certificate should not be given. It 
would always be the choice of the Committee to grant a certificate 
of recommendation to those desiring to teach, and would most cheer- 
fully grant it, if, by so doing, the good of our schools could be pro- 
moted, and the responsibility of the office of the Committee be 
properly answered. It is the duty of the Committce to look for the 
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best interests of our schools, and to secure for their instruction well 
qualified teachers. | 

The schools have been generally well conducted the instruction 
thorough—more thorough than the Committee has witnessed in any 
preceding year, and the government kind, judicious and well sus- 
tained, except in one or two particular instances—and in those in- 
stances, it was evidently for the want of a little forethought, and not 
from any ill design. ‘Teachers have watched over the conduct of 
their pupils at recess, intermission, and when about the school-house. 
This is an important part of a teacher’s duty. There are, however, 
one or two instances in which this duty has been too much neglected. 

The Committee has seen no occasion to dismiss a teacher, or to 
urge him to withdraw from his school. Nor has the Committee been 
called upon to notice any insubordination of scholars, though in one 
or two instances, scholars have left the school at the suggestion of 
the teacher. 

Scholars have made good improyement in the studies which they 
‘have pursued. They gave proof of this at the examinations near 
the close of the schools. There are only a few scholars of whom 
this is not true; and we would it were true of them. We hope it 
will be true of them in the future, should they ever be favored 
again with the privileges of the school-room. 

There has been more uniformity in school books than in preceding 
years. The books generally used are those recommended by our 
State Board of Education. They are a good selection, and adapted 
to the wants of our schools. 

The Annual Report of 1854 upon Common Schools of our State, 
has been received, and distributed. It is a document valuable for 
its instruction and counsel, and is richly worth the careful perusal 
of every citizen. 

In some of the Districts the citizens have manifested an interest 


in their respective schools by their visits to the school-room. Those 
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
